year the snako dance, a ceremony of a 
aoorot Indian society, which has uol 
Its equal In cruel terror. The prepa- 
hatioa forth* aOktrtakaa alxleen day*. 
Darlof tha Aral eifbt daya tha medi- 
cine men and oUata put the dancing 

jiiiu'o in nrdan and bi'ew u icui-ui 
urink wbiakaaoaraa them aftoiiut the 
'effect* o( the polaonoua bites. Dur- 
ing tha laat eight days the saakes are 
huDtod tor wbloh are to be the Inrol 
untary partlolpatora la the "dancn.^ 
This year there were (fathered ahout 
150 flnalcvH of fiiir hI/ -„ 'I'irj Moiiuis 
flrst subjected thum to a sudden cold 
bath, rolltd theia In tba sand until 
thajr wers'diy, aa<l then hild theai In 
larpo htono jiiri, which were then 
suftU'd iiir-U;,'lil Willi tanned skins. 
Nobody thought ol axtractlug the 
poiaolow taaRt oi 4ba' serpents. 
Through that the effects ot the 
"cbikrm" would hove Iwen destroyed. 

On the oveninij of tlio feiut a "gen- 
eral rehearsal" was held, which, how- 
ever, proved hnrrnles-i. fiii- in t!i;Lt the 
snakes were uot brought into ruquisi- 
.tlon. Aflor the "aottve meoiliars" 
had luDf and danced OBOugh, they 
went to rest to prepare theinselve.i for 
the work of the next day. Cliiso to 
the village there had bouu orocted a 
largo ' wooden atruotare where the 
snakes, carefully tied In bags, ware 
brought Hei(;ro tliis shanty extend- 
ed a big, clear upacn, la the middle of 
which thuro lav a heavy stone. Be- 
.foro the door of the chanty there lay a

one hand a rattler and' In the ether a 
Btlok, on tbe end of which were faat- 
oned turkey feathers. The warriors 
itiarehed around Unt ]ilace several 
liliieH in a eiTeinnliioin inimiier. and 
tiluu tioUled ut one end uf it Those 
were tbe slngera, whoee duty It was to 
<nh«nae the taaal by their aoBg. Tben< 
came the real warriors, also consisting 
of lliirly-Hlx men. 'I'itcy were ijreetcd 
with a bowl, and the siogers than sent 
forth their *y>a|[ai.'K-^4 ttVp, «h« 
real feast eommaooML ' Thit daiioers" 
marched In order Into the thaiir< UD> 
tied the hs^H and toak aa oaajtinakea 
as oneh could carry, and returned to 
the duneiiijf place. Onco there, the 
dancers put the heads of the snakes 
iotO' (hair OMutha It waa a ter- 
rible sight to soo the dIaguatlDg 
Hnimals make vain attempts to free 
theinsolves from lle-ir iineonifortablo 
position. Other warriors considered 
It an hoi|or to bold tbe anakea by (ha 
lalla and keep (hen ad atralght that 
they could not wind themselvel around 
the breast and nook of the danoors. As 
soon aa they completed one circle 
around the place, the snakes wore spit 
out and caught by otbera, who carried 
them around In •air*|»antl|lh* whole 
danoe waa over. Naw wn^aa were 
cnn^tunlly being suppliad froD the 
hliaiity and put iu thu mMth uatll the 
wliuio stock was oxbauatad. 

Durln* all this tha alatert ware 
heard toniake a diaboltoal noise, the 
dancers jumped and wrigpled lik»j 
i-riizy dtjvilH. iiinl the scared simlics in 
raiiuy oases iilxirated themselves from 
the bands ot the attendanta, who hald 
them by the tall enda, and than 
squirmed and struck around them. 
Somettmos a snake got out ot the mouth 
of one of the dancers, and as quick na 
an arrow dL-nappeareJ in the crowd 
that sgrroundud fio place. Tbe women 
and glrla aoreamed and cried, and 
triad to save themaelve* by Alglit. 
whtlu the "warriors" sought to retake 
the fugitives. 

At last the dance wiu over. Tiie 
snakes wera oarefully replaced In their 
oaaos and taken away, and next day 
set at liberty again. The tired dnnoers 
refreshed thumsolvos with a "well- 
il<-Herve(l" meal, and went to rest, and 
MK)n the hcone of llio straajfj oeour- 
ruuco was deserted and empty. Tlic 
Uoqnla keep tha oonpoailloa of their 
eharB^rlnk. nhUh makaa the bite ol 
(h* aaakaa harmleaa, as a great taorat
